1. The Future of the Amiga 

The Amiga is still on the mat and 
taking the count. It seems that a 
Samsung offer for the Amiga 
technology was among a group 
presented to the Bahamian Supreme 
Court on 31 May. The court felt 
that all bids were unacceptable and 
told all parties to try again. The 
new deadline was 15 July, still a 
few days ahead of this writing. Up 
until two weeks ago, it appeared 
that Samsung “had not prepared 
another bid nor was in any way 
pursuing the technology" (quoted 
from Steve Ahlstrom, the SYSOP 
of the Compuserve Hot News and 
Rumors Forum). 





The identity of the interested 
companies has been kept secret by 
the Supreme Court of the 
Bahamas. Amiga World journalists 
are supposed to have been present 
at the hearing but, despite any 
jurisdiction of the Bahamian court 
outside the Bahamas, that 
magazine has decided not to 
publish the company names. For 
the record, one of the other parties 
is said to be Amstrad. Yuch. 

2. The Future of the CCUG 
Not quite as uncertain, but also not 
assured. There are a few jobs that 
must be shared by a few people if 
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the club is to continue to operate. 
Gordon Wright and Ken Clem are 
retiring after two and three years 
respectively helping us out as 
Secretary and Treasurer. Other 
people are needed to fill these roles. 
I assure you that I am not planning 
to do all the work myself and if 
there are no nominations for these 
positions then I must reconsider 
my Own decision to carry on as 
President. After more than 10 years 
working in one way or another for 
this club, I am ready to move on to 
other interests. However I do not 
want to see the group fizzle out as I 
know there are others who are just 
as interested in what we can offer as 
I was years ago.

We were shocked to hear that one 
of the strongest supporters of users 
of 8-bit Commodore computers 
for many years, Doug Maclurkin, 
died suddenly at his home on 
Saturday 2 July. 


Doug joined the group in 
September 1984 which was when I 
first met him as he shuffled up to 
the library desk with his string 
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shopping bag back when we met in 
a school library in Milton. The 
library system in those days 
entailed filling cards with details 
and signing them, but Doug always 
pretended to not understand what 
was going on and hand in blank 
cards while feigning deafness when 
we tried to explain what todo. I 
realised he was not all that deaf 
when once I muttered very quietly 
about “the stupid old deaf fool" and 
got a very dirty look. 


I also realised that this eccentric 
bloke was not all that dumb when 
we found out that he was a 
practising physician in Wickham 
Terrace. When he retired some 
years ago Doug had more time to 
spend on the C64 and C128 and put 
a lot of hours into organising and 
expanding the C64 PD disks. What 
started as a single disk box became 
a large collection a few years later. 


Around 1990, the number of 
people with Amigas began to 
outnumber the C64/128 owners 
and many of the new members with 
an Amiga had never owned an 8-bit 
Commodore, Doug resented the 
shift in attention from the computer 
which continued to meet all that he 
wanted as far as a platform for 
applications and diversions. For a 
little while he was quite vocal about 
the negative effects of the change 
in emphasis, especially when most 
of the committee, not really 
surprisingly, had Amigas. Thank 
goodness, it has now been quite a 
few years that Doug has worked in 
a cooperative and friendly way with 
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the “rest of us" while doing his 
best to make sure we continued 
supporting the C64/128 owners. 


Doug’s last major input was to 

ask us to let some C64/128 
Owners remain as members at 
the special rate of $20 per year 
while receiving a quarterly 
newsletter prepared by himself 
instead of CURSOR. He had 
only recently finished producing 
the first of these. 


I would like to thank Doreen 

Horne for passing on the 
appreciation of the club’s 
members to Doug’s relatives and 
friends when she attended his 
funeral. Doreen and another 
long supporter of the 8-bitters, 
Rod Watson, will be collecting 
Doug’s club belongings and, 
with the help of any other 
interested members, continue to 
assist Commodore owners. 
Meanwhile the position of 8-bit 
SIG coordinator is open and 
could be filled at the AGM if 
anyone feels prepared to follow 
in Doug’s footsteps.

I couldn’t help that one.

So please make the effort to 
complete the form on this page and 
return it to the Secretary so that 
your new committee has an 
indication on the feasibility of a 
change. 


I am of the opinion that YOUR 
club would benefit from a serious 
look at itself and a possible change 
in direction, but that is up to YOU.

great deal more stable since I 
replaced the old Club 105mb, 
hard drive which decided it was 
unstable in such a demanding 
environment. The 1 gig drive I 
have learnt, (Phil had also said 
previously), has been sent via 
Sea Mail and not second class 
Air Mail as I had been told, you 
cannot believe anyone nowadays. 


The file availability is growing at 
a tremendous rate now that we 
have the two CDRoms online 
with Frozen Fish covering 1- 
1000 and ancilliary files, plus 
Aminet II. These give us approx. 
1.3 gig plus the 345 and the 240 
HD’s files. When the 240 is 
replaced, it is on loan, with the 
540mb and the 1 gig when it 
arrives back we will have a very 
large file and message base to 
Operate from, about 3.5 
gigabytes. I am also hoping to be 
able to put up another 4 CD 
Rom’s of information; 
AMUC,FRESH FISH,CDPD III 
and DEMO II. It is envisaged 
that it might be worthwhile 
considering swapping the disks 
around every three days. 


Even with the Amiga in the 
position it is at the moment, new 
PD is coming through at an 
undiminshed rate. This in itself is 
very encouraging and shows that 
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people are not being put off by 
what we hope is only a temporary 
set back. 


I am actually now starting to get 
some of my own work done with 
the BBS off the 2000 work 
station. I have given up on 
Opalvision as I phoned them only 
to learn that they are now 
expecting "shortly" to get in a 
demonstration unit. I asked about 
the scanrate convertor only to be 
told that we have not even started 
work on that module as yet, for 
God’s sake what on earth have 
they been doing for 2 years. So 
I’m buying the latest VLAB Y/C 
grabber withthe new 
genlock/chromakey adaptor 
board. This will put me in the 
same position as if I had bought 
the Opal modules, but no roaster 
chip for DVE’s. I am sure that 
there is software available out 
there that will do this. 


Next Usenet. I am also trying to 
get an efficient conference area 
set up, but being thwarted by the 
writer of the software not 
answering mail. This is necessary 
as to get 4 nodes talking one 
needs to register to get a server. 
Finally after all this I might be 
able to sit back for once. oh yes I 
also neeed a tape backup unit, 


oh well one day.

The most difficult task I have had is 
trying to plan an interesting 
presentation for the main meeting, 
there used to be plenty of interest 
and the only problem was finding 
some one capable and willing to 
present the topic.

this was a watershed in computing. 


Other brand new capabilities included 
the first planetarium program (Sky 
Travel) and the first music programs. 
Of course the word processors then 
were not only new, but relatively 
highly capable when compared with 
the latest versions on the Amiga - 
their only fault was a lack of graphical 
ability. 


Perhaps there is a better way to spend 
one night each month learning more 
about the Amiga. One way to do this 
may be to remove some of the 
formality of the “lecture hall" from 
the meeting. I am assuming that it 
will not be possible to find good 
speakers on each area of application 
every month, so we will have to make 


the most of what we have - each 
other! 


Perhaps we could rotate around 
several themes (say graphics, video, 
sound, word processing etc.) where 
everyone has easy access to join in 
and make a point or show how to do 
Something with little fuss. One 
volunteer (oops, there we go again - 
having to organise the leader for the 
night) can start by demonstrating a 
few things, but only for a little while.

Well sometimes we do things the 
long way around without knowing 
that there are better and more 
productive methods available to us, 
This is particularly so in the 
computer world where new 
programs are popping up daily. 


Ok as someone rang me recently 
and said I cannot do anything at the 
moment as my HardDrive has given 
up the ghost. Oh dear what is 
wrong, He said that he had deleted 
some stuff from the drive and 
restored some progs to it via 
Quarterback when it failed and now 
there is no HD showing. 


This is not uncommon and there are 
a few ways to get both the 
information and the HD back 
online. If you have a backup, we all 
do don’t we, then go into HD tools 
and replace the Rigid Disk blocks 
by accessing the tools and rewriting 
them, reformat and restore the 
partition information, 


Another way is to use Either 
Quaterback tools or Amiback tools 
after rewriting the RDB’s to rewrite 
the file headers to the drive which 
will once again save both the drive 
and data. 


The modern HD is robust but you 
need to occasionally use a 
defragmentation program on them 
so never ever FILL a partition .

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Treasurer’s Report for 1993-1994 


What a volatile year this has been with the demise of Commodore-Amiga 
Australia, Commodore-Amiga New Zealand and Commodore-Amiga 
International. Hopefully, the Amiga will survive this turmoil. And who 
knows, maybe it will be of benefit to the Amiga and to the Amiga 
community. 
Our own group had a slight upheaval with the closure of the Bardon 
Professional Development Centre and the need for us to find a new 
meeting venue. Financially, that move has been beneficial to the club in 
that the hire charges for the hall at St. Laurence’s is only $75 compared to 
the $200 plus for Bardon; and I have not heard one complaint about the new 
venue. 
I have summarised the income and expenditure of the group over the past 
few years in the table below. You will also find the 93-94 ’Trial Balance’ 
as printed out by “Easy Ledgers" on the ad joining page. 
Once again, income of the C.C.U.G.Q. has fallen from the previous year. 
This can be attributed to falling membership and stock sales. Expenses 
have been pruned once again mainly by a reduction in the venue hire. 
Our major cost remains the production of "Cursor". Our magazine is 
expensive to publish yet it is a much sought after item by our members. It 
is an icon for our group, and a very worthwhile asset. 
Providing all of the available computer products is clearly out of our budget 
yet the Group has purchased a few notable items this year. 

An A570 CD-ROM drive was purchased and is offered for hire to 
members, 

A hand scanner was also purchased and has been in constant demand 
since its acquisition. This is one product I would like to try myself. 

An Amiga 3000 was purchased to run the bulletin board. 

I expect membership for the coming year to decline slightly from this year 
but I do not forsee any need to curtail any of the club’s activities. The club 
remains in a sound financial position.
